Identically the Same With Inlander. 


Fifteen Tliou.uud Mile. Apart. 


Philosophic people who belong to the 


Folklore society are fond of tracing leg- 
ends and myths and customs all over 
the world. 
Cinderella, the dear girl, is 


found iu one knows not how many peo- 
ples, speaking innumerable tongues and 
believing an equal number of religious. 
How did Cinderella become ubiquitous? 
The transactions of the Folklore society 
will perhaps offer a theory. 


Now there has beou unraveled a curi- 


ous superstition common to Shctlandt-ra 
and Cingalese. How islanders so wjdc 
apart—some 15,000 miles—managed to 
adopt each other's views one does not 
know, but here is the fact. The rice cul- 
tivators of Ceylon and the fishermen of 
Shetland resemble each other in one or 
two rather remarkable points. They re- 
frain from speaking of the implements of 
their calling by their names. They call 
them something else, by names known 
only to themselves. The reason is that if 
the evil spirit were to think that they 
were speaking of spades aud rakes or of 
nets and hooks ho would be tempted to 
damage them or even to appropriate 
them. 


The train of thought is the same with 


both races. "There is an evil spirit al- 
ways on the lookout for opportunities of 
doing mischief. He even hears what we 
say. 
If we let him understand that we 


are talking about our implements and 
:ools, we shall direct his attention to 
:hem and shall suggest to him a way of 
doing an injury. Therefore we will agree 
:o call a boat or a spade by sonic fancy 
name known only to ourselves."

possible to the rice grower is that if In 
ishing his net catches something at the 
bottom and* a stoue is brought up it Is 
not to be thrown back again for fear of 
offending the evil spirit, who most cer- 
ininly put it into the net. It Is to be kept 
n the boat until the net again catches. 
Then it is to be dropped in the water, 
with the words, "Take your own an-1 
give me mine," whereupon the net is at 
once released.

ported "Ihat no trace of alum was present." 
L might, add that ihe specimen was taken at 
a time when it was supposed that if alum 
were present it would not escape detection. 
I was credibly informed this morning that 
it no lime is it possible for more than one-" 
hundredth of a grain per gallon lo enter the 
watiT, and -that iu most instances a far 
smaller amouui oniy is used. 
As to the 


efficient working of the filtering plant, I 
think there ia no question whatever, and I 
am lit a loss to understand how repons of its 
inefficiency cou'd seriously be entertained. 


With reference to lhe water supply of 


Bristol, so long as it is takeu from tne pol- 
luted waters of the Delaware, filtration is 
your only salvati m, aud failure on tlie part 
of the Water Company to thus protect your 
citizens is little short of criminal.

of styles, arid new styles are constantly 
being added, these being put on the mar- 
ket twice a year, for the spring and fall 
trade. 
A picture frame molding manu- 


facturer producing moldings in literally 
hundreds of styles would still produce 
more or less new styles, 20, perhaps, or 
40 each season. 
But for all the great 


variety offered there are certain kinds 
and styles of picture frame moldings 
that are staple goods and that sell steadi- 
ly, just as there are staple lines In all 
kinds of merchandise. 


There are big factories devoted solely 


to the manufacture of picture frame 
moldings. Some manufacturers make a 
specialty of gilt moldings, some of nat- 
ural wood and other moldings, and in

The flowers of the City of Mexico are 


one of its chief delights. Hoses, violets, 
forgetmenots, 
marguerites 
and lilies 


bloom all the year round. There are few 
weeks when a quarter will not buy a 
splendid big bunch and when a silver dol- 
lar will not fill the vases in the house to 
overflowing. 
Flowers are sold not only 


at the Bower market-near the cathedral, 
that is devoted'entirely to flowers, straw- 
berries and birds, but at the other gener- 
al market and on the street corners. 


The "flower girls" of the capital are all 


boys and men. At some places in Mexi 
co, particularly Guadalajara, little girls 
are to be seen on the streets all day and 
in the evening offering boutonnieres for 
which they will not set a'price, but ask 
you to give what you please. It is hard 
to find a flower on sale anywhere after 
midday. The flower seller makes up bou- 
quets in the most artistic fashion. The 
street venders never sell loose cut flow- 
ers, but arrange them upon a basework 
of green so that each flower stands by 
itself, and • the whole bunch is1 prettily 
finished with a, garniture of green leavei 
or ferns. 
Set pieces are also arrauget 


with a fine sense of tuste -nnd regard for 
colors. A pansy wreath three feet across 
can frequently be purchased at the mar 
ket for $1. 


Flowers are very generally used at fu 


nerals, and it is not an unusual sight to 
see a casket, even of one of the poorer 
class, completely covered with flowers 
wreaths, crosses and baskets in bewilder- 
ing array, as it is Kurt-led through the 
crowded thoroughfares upon an open 
street.—Chicago Record.
